Fluorescent lamps are revolutionary new light sources. They are tubular in shape 
and coated on the inside with special Fluorescent powders which glow when stimu- 
lated by short-wave ultra-violet light. They have no filament. One lamp gives a 
daylight color which is almost a perfect match for north sky light. Other colors are: 
White, Blue, Green, Gold, Pink and Red. 


CONSTRUCTION 


Fluorescent lamps are available in two diameters and four lengths. There is a 1!/” 
diameter lamp of low surface brightness for exposed use, and a 1” diameter lamp 
of high brightness for confined spaces and concealed use. The 18” lamp is available 
in both the 1” and 11/.” diameter size, the 24” lamp in the 1!/,” diameter size, the 
36” lamp in the 1” diameter size and the 48” lamp in the 1!/,” diameter size. 


A sturdy 2-pin base is at each end of all lamps. Sockets are strong and thin, allow- 
ing lamps to be mounted end to end, in lines or pairs. 


These lamps are designed to operate on standard alternating current low-voltage 
circuits and require a small ballast and lamp starter to supply low voltage to the 
lamp itself. These ballasts are mounted in the fixture housing in practically all 
instances. The lamp starters are mounted in special receptacles adjacent to one 
of the lamp sockets and are easily removable for replacement. 


ADVANTAGES 


Style. The size and shape of Fluorescent lamps allow freedom of application for 
creative lighting. They may be used exposed or concealed in troughs, counters, 
niches, and backgrounds. In fact there is practically no limit to their application. 


Brightness. The low surface brightness of the 1!/,” lamp allows its use, fully 
exposed, for direct lighting to high levels of illumination when properly designed 
fixtures are used in correctly engineered recommendations. The higher brightness 
of the 1” lamp makes it an effective tool for attraction lighting. 


Coolness. Only 50% of the radiated heat of incandescent lamps. No concentration 
of heat in one spot. Ideal for air conditioned interiors and for display lighting of 
perishable foods and merchandise. 


Color. White is cooler and softer in appearance than regular incandescent lamps. 
Daylight color is effective in many color-matching and inspection operations. It shows 
merchandise in its true outdoor appearance. Other colors have various applications 
for display work and have a glowing quality obtainable only with Fluorescence. 


Efficiency. Fluorescent lamps are among the most efficient lamps ever developed. 
Lumen values are high and are well maintained throughout the useful life of the 
lamp. While high in output they have nevertheless a low surface brightness and 
may often be used, fully exposed, in decorative forms without excessive glare. 


CONTROL EQUIPMENT 


All Day-Brite fixtures are designed to accommodate new type lamp starters and 
ballasts as manufactured and distributed by leading sources of supply for such 
material. All fixtures using Tulamp ballasts for 30- and 40-watt lamps include 
starting compensators. 


All fixtures furnished wired with lamp starters and ballasts are tested by us before 
shipment. However, inasmuch as the lamp starters and ballasts are not manu- 
factured by us we cannot be responsible for defects. This material carries a definite 
guarantee by its manufacturer. In case of defects we suggest contacting the local 
agent of the manufacturer. 


Note. All latest type control equipment, consisting of lamp starters and ballasts for 
Fluorescent lamps, is made to operate on Alternating Current only.
